I find the advocating of kilowatt for emergency HF amusing. 


The State of Texas EOC runs 100 watts and communicates over a 500 mile in 


state path, (only exceeded by Alaska), with 100 watts and NVIS antennas. We 
could do it with lower power most of the time, and next time I am down there 
for a call up, I will try that. We actually find we skip out to OK or even 
Kansas at that power, so often have out of state stations in our emergency 
nets. 


The use of 40m for daytime and 80m for night is our standard, but with 
Broadcast on 40m, we need 5 MHz for a dedicated ham band that would be clock 
around useful. 

We have used NVIS antennas and 5 watts for reliable in state communications 
at a number of Field Days, on SSB, and CW. 


Where would one get batteries for a kilowatt station? Even the FEMA 
equipment is not 1 kW at our EOC. Sure, some of the time it might be 
useful, but we get the FCC to clear a band of frequencies and we seldom have 
problems once other stations know it is an emergency frequency declaration. 


During Hurricane nets, we regularly communicate to Caribbean without 1 Kw, 
with 50 watts even, and verticals. And that from Central TX.

I will not burst any of your bubbles. I have actually worked 
communications during the Malibu Fire back in 1993. Our club was the 
support for the Santa Monica Red Cross. We provided coordinating 
communication and also accompanied Red Cross workers on their rounds. 
At no time were we ever placed in charge of any communications. It is 
unlikely that amateurs would ever be responsible for communications in 
an emergency, except for the first few minutes! 


At no time was HF operation ever considered. While the emergency was 
definitely a local operation, the Red Cross personnel had ample cell 
phones to contact outlying activities fro health and welfare traffic. 
With few exceptions the only reason we were allowed to participate was 
because of our close affiliation with the Red Cross. Many activities 
don't even want amateurs involved.

Interesting. Back around 1955 or so, I was part of the Crescent Bay 
Emergency Net on 75 meters and we installed a HF station in the Santa 
Monica Red Cross headquarters, for use in the event of an emergency.

become too congested for reliable communications.

I haven't posted in quite a while, but here goes: 


There are plenty of places in the continental U.S. 
(where "disasters" occur) that are poorly served by 
VHF repeaters. Pull out your map, and look for 
Alturas, in *xfarx northeastern California. We had 
wildfires that burned over 100,000 acres within a 
60 mile radius of my QTH last month! 


With a 5 watt HT, I can only hit one repeater. 
With 100 watts and a beam, I could hit two. 
This is mountain country! 


All the pontificating about high power needed to 
establish HF links was lacking any information 
about real experiences. Here are mine: 


Using my K2 (this *is* a QRP group, right?) 

and an inverted-V cut for 30 meters, 30 feet high 

at the apex, I regularly check into the "Jefferson 
Noon Net", covering northern California and 

southern Oregon. The net control is about 80 miles 
distant, but I am heard well out to 200 miles (the 
furthest regular checkin). This is with 10 watts SSB. 
(The antenna is fed with "450 ohm" window line.) 


Most participants in this net use "100 watt" rigs, 
but I have xneverx been unable to be heard by 
most checkins. (I don't hear all of them, either.) 


Similarly, the ARES net meets on 75 meters in 
the evening, and xusing the same short antennax, 
I can always be heard with ten watts! When I 
say "heard", I mean without repeats. 


My experience is not based on one try, but many 
months of experience. Of course CW would do 
even better, but nobody seems to want to use it 
in emergencies anymore. 


So, *I* don't think that you should count out QRP 
rigs for HF emergency communications. 


Flames will be ignored.

There are many ways to equip for emergencies and it depends on your ARIES 
assignment. My personal mobile setup is a Kenwood TM-800D with aprs, and an 
Icom 706 with packet and PSK-31. I am an assistant EOC and may need to fill 
several roles so this may be more than needed by most volunteers. I do like 
the 706 and probably the FT-100 is as good. I also have a K2 and a FT-817 I 
would not relay on them in an emergency except the 817 is useful at a 
shelter for VHF. A lot of the statewide communication is done on 40 and 80 
meters and the QRP rigs along with portable antennas and daytime QRN are a 
compromise. Don't get me wrong on the QRP rigs I have worked a lot of field 
contacts with both, Televieve last night with K2 and Outbacker from soccer 
field, but those contacts depend on unpredictable propogation. In an 
emergency you need ground wave communication and that dictates some power, 
usually 100 watts is adequate but I have wished for more. In a real 
emergency but what ever you have at hand in service and this is very 
important, LISTEN, keep all traffic to minimum, let the net control direct 
all communication.

Amazing. INteresting discussion but some sure would 

do good to operate on 75/80 or even 160 during the 

daylight hours. It used to be before the proliferation of 
vhf/uhf£ repeaters that those bands were the localized 
communications frequencies - reliable with little effect 

from sunspot activity, up to a couple of hundred miles 

during the day - and more at night. If one studies vhf 
communications paths in areas of mountains, valleys, 
including concrete mountains and valleys of the cities, 

you will see that unless repeaters are often and high, 

they vhf/uhf will be unreliable and perhaps non-existant. 

In the case of the recent disaster in NYC, they lost a great 
number of vhf/ihf repeaters and cell systems. With that 
hole, I am surprised that many were working except thru 

what portable systems were provided subsequently. 

Altho I don't normally use digital systems, for emergency 
usage, especially in running long lists of data such 

as survivor/casualty lists, rtty, amtor or packet is the way, 
and and with the NVIS antennas, reliable between 

command centers. Walk around service providers 

would do as they are now, vhf ht's back to the command center 
then out from there. It only takes a couple of other accidents 
at well placed DSS's to further reduce the cell systems 

to unnecessary carried baggage. Additionally, there are 

not that many vhf/uhf/cell systems that are able to operate 
for long periods of time separated from the AC mains. 

They may have a battery backup, or a generator, but 

that has to be fueled or recharged, and they do not 

always have the required infrastructure for that. 


When setting up my communications for use in the field, 

we used the standard commercial/mil-spec provided 100 watt 
transceivers such as the Trans-world, Harris, Sun-Air, which 
with the proper selection of frequencies accomplished 

the mission reliably. The designated relay stations had 

up to 1 kw - maybe more to make sure their messages got 


thru. And if the hf/nvis antenna system is not the best way 
to go, then why does the U.S. military in the field almost 
always use that combo - with the antennas at 18" or so 

off the ground, and not VHF? 

All of this is food for thought, and should, I think, be 
considered as each emergency situation will be different.

Ron, 


I don't know anything about the design but the most common way of 
attaching anything to aluminum tubing is to squeeze about 1/2 inch of 
the tubing end in a vise to flatten it out. Drill it for a #6 screw. 
Solder lugs on the wire and use the screws to attach it. Then put some 
coax seal on the joints and pass the ladder line through some sort of 
strain relief to prevent flexing that would cause it to break. I think 
you will find this in the Handbook too.

Drill a (small) hole through the aluminum. Preferribly drilled 
horizontally. Pass a stainless steel bolt through. Use two stainless 
washers and a stainless nut, and sandwich a round crimp lug between the 
two washers. The lug(s) attach to the ladderline. You can even solder the 
lugs if it makes you feel better. 


The result is a strong joint that won't corrode, and won't weaken the 
aluminum.
